Historic Decisions In 
Business Development 


Delayed for many months; historic action was 
recorded by the Upland councilmen last week. 


In one decision they “opened up” through a zone 
change, Feothill Blvd. and Euclid Ave. for commercial 
development. They also started official formation of 
the downtown parking assessment district. Both moves 
should result in the full development of business op- 
portunities in this area. 

Without a doubt, the downtown development will 
come first and it is possible that within six months 
actual work will be under way in development of 
off-street parking lots. More and varied commercial 
enterprizes are needed and the parking program will 
help bring to the community these additional attrac- 
tions. 

Business development on Foothill west of Euclid 
will come later. It is possible that if the zone change 
had been granted months ago, several of the stores 
that are now being built in Ontario would have been 
placed in Upland. 

The fact remains that the July 18 meeting of the 
Upland council will be regarded as historic when two 
issues involving long-sought business developments 
were decided. 

All in all, the Upland business community will be 
better because of those actions. 


“Senior Citizens” Should _ 
Be Given A ‘“‘Center” 


Can this community do anything to help the senior 
citizens to better enjoy life such as providing a meet- 
ing place for conversation and recreation? 

One of the men eligible for such a place was in 
downtown Upland this week, ‘just passing away the 
time.” Across the street, a 75 year old widower parked 
his car, then spent sometime browsing in a store, ‘just 
looking.” 

“I could make a list of 20 men whom I believe 
would be interested in having some meeting place 
downtown,” explained an interested person. “If we 
had a place in which to meet, I am sure there are 
many other persons who would find much enjoyment 
in the association and the opportunity to visit and 
participate in various games.” 

Most younger and middle-aged people usually 
have “too much to do” but it is a fact that with ad- 
vancing years, many men are faced with a problem 
of many, many hours of leisure time and loneliness. 

While it is not especially up to the city as a muni- 
cipality to provide facilities for the “senior citizens,” it 
is likely some service club, a church or some other 
agency could make possible facilities that would be 
used and maintained by these men. 

This is an opportunity for some public-spirited 
individuals or an organization to accept this as a 
worthwhile project. 


Ancther City Joins In 
“United Fund” Plan 


Chino is another community in the county that 
has adopted the “United Fund” plan in raising money 
for its local welfare and character building agencies. 

Some years ago Upland formed the community 
chest with the idea of consolidating various fund rais- 
ing drives. We still have the community chest cam- 
paign and now many, many more solicitations have 
been acded. So, it is time to analyze the situation and 
to again unite all the drives into a “United Fund.” 

At least, such a name is being used in several 
communities in San Bernardino county as a means 
of uniting all contributors and all campaign workers 
at one time into a gigantic once-a-year drive. 

Such a plan should be used here.

A NEEDED CHANGE:

Some 
months ago I received a 
letter from a national or- 
ganization asking my atti- 
tudes toward certain mat- 
ters. For example, they 
asked me if I would object 
to eating at the same table 
wiih a Negro; also, if I had 
done so within a year? Mv 
answer to both questions 
grew out of my own experi- 
ences, for I had eaten el- 
bow to elbow with a Negro 
and felt I was none the 
worse. So, I may be slip- 
ping, or am a growing Amer- 
ican. 


In certain hotels and res- 
taurants of our land a Ne- 
gro will not be served, even 
though other nationalities 
are welcomed, be their skins 
brown, red or yellow. This 
attitude toward our Ameri- 
can Negroes seems to me 
to be silly. After all, it is 
the mind and heart that 
matter most, and not. the 
color or the hair or of the 
skin, Phillip Murray, that 
strong leader of our labor 
movement, recently said that 
it seems to him that pre- 
judices react on the individ- 
ual who harvours them and 
makes him more and more 
unhappy. Then he added, 


|‘There is no room for pre- 


judices in a decent. world’’. 

If the above leader be 
right, then it is high time 
I begun to control my pre- 
judices. These may not be 
against any one of our Amer-

Showing color slides of 
the infamous Mt. McKinley 
fire in the San Bernardino 
mountains, Mr. Biddison con- 
tended that a fire road in 
the area where the fire or- 
iginated, which would cost 
from 20 to 50 thousand dol- 
lars, would have controlled 
the blaze before it burned 
10,500 acres and cost many 
more thousands of dollars 
in .damages, yet to be to- 
taled. 


Caused By Crash 


This fire was caused by 
the crash of an F-100 jet 
plane, and of the 128 fires in 
the San Bernardino Nation- 
al forest during 1956, Mr. 
Biddison listed the causes as 
follows: 


Lightning, 41; smokers, 23; 
incendiary, 20; miscellane- 
ous, 18; railroads, five; lum- 
bering, three; campfires, 
three; burning buildings, sev- 
en; children playing with 
matches, five; burning ve- 
hicles, one, and hot ashes, 
two. He reported more fires 
occur in the San Bernardino 
National forest than in the 
other Southern California for- 
ests. 

“No fire roads have been 
built in Southern California 
since the CCC program end- 
ed in 1941,”’ declared the dis- 
trict ranger. More roads are 
vital to the program of con- 
fining forest fires to small 
areas, he emphasized.
